The new machine, on which 
test tires run against a fly­ 
wheel, is cap able of testing tires 
at sp eeds up to 100 miles p er 
hour. 
The load and internal inflation 
p ressure of a tire during a test 
is p re-determined and the sp eed 
is controlled from the op erating 
p anel located in an adjoining 
room. 
The machines, located in the 
firm’s test center, are designed 
so four tires can be tested at 
the same time. The large in­ 
struments are equip p ed with 
smooth 
or 
metal-cleated 
fly­ 
wheels, dep ending on the typ e 
of test. 
The cleated test is v ery se-

The resiliometers record the 
number of miles trav eled by 
each tire. When a test is com­

MOUNT MORRIS — What is 
the “Villag e of Prog ress” ? 
The Villag e of Prog ress is a 
day -care prog ram of serv ices, 
inclu ding a day -care center for 
children and adu lts, and a shel­ 
tered workshop for the mental­ 
ly ., phy sically and emotionally 
handicapped of Og le Cou nty . 
The Og le Cou nty Blackhawk 
Association for the Mentally Re­ 
tarded, Inc., hav e been respon­ 
sible for org anizing and spon­ 
soring this prog ram. 
Throu g h v oter su pport of the 
Mental 
Health 
Referendu m, 
fu nds were prov ided that cou ld 
be u sed for mental health and 
mental retardation. A portion of 
this rev enu e was set aside by 
the Og le Cou nty Mental Health 
Board for u se in 
establishing 
day -care serv ices for the handi­ 
capped. 
Other sou rces of rev enu e for 
the prog ram come from cou nty 
tax money , federal g rants, state 
g rants, the Div ision of Vocation­ 
al Rehabilitation in retu rn for 
serv ices, su b-contracts from lo­ 
cal indu stry and by donations 
of interested persons. 
At the present time there are 
two locations, both rental prop­ 
erties, one hou ses the sheltered 
workshop located on Sou th Wes­ 
ley Av enu e in Mou nt Morris, 
and the other is a day -care cen­ 
ter which is u sing facilities at 
the First Christian Chu rch, also 
in Mou nt Morris. 
The 
sheltered 
workshop 
Is 
u sed as a v ehicle to assist v oca­ 
tionally handicapped indiv idu als 
to dev elop to their hig hest po­ 
tential. 
After a period of training , the 
Indiv idu al may dev elop to a 
point where he can be placed 
in reg u lar employ ment in a 
commu nity , placed in a semi­ 
sheltered work situ ation or per­ 
haps he can fu nction best at 
the sheltered workshop on an 
ex tended employ ment basis. 
The 
term “ sheltered work­ 
shop” means a place where any 
manu factu ring or handiwork is 
carried on and which is operat­ 
ed for the primary pu rpose of 
prov iding remu nerativ e employ ­ 
ment to handicapped indiv id­ 
u als. 
This serv ice is condu cted “not 
for profit” bu t rather as a rec­ 
og nized prog ram of rehabilita­ 
tion for the handicapped person 
of leg al ag e. It also prov ides 
him with earning power. 
Bids on su b-contract work are 
su bmitted to 
local 
indu stries 
with work consisting of sorting , 
lig ht assembly , salv ag e and oth­ 
er lig ht manu factu ring needs. 
At the present time workers 
are inv olv ed in a skeining and 
labeling operation for the Caron 
Spinning Co. of Rochelle. 
The workshop staff is not so 
mu ch concerned with the teach­ 
ing of 
specific skills 
as they 
are in instilling g ood work hab­ 
its. 
The day -care center is de­ 
sig ned to serv e pre-schol hand­ 
icapped children, school-ag e ad­ 
olescents inelig ible for pu blic 
school classes and post-school 
adu lts u nable to profit from for­ 
mal v ocational training or the 
sheltered workshop prog rams. 
The a ims a nd o bjectiv es o f 
this pa rticula r pro g ra m a re to 
pro v ide day activ ities fo r tho se 
enro lled; to pro v ide so me relief 
fo r pa rents o f the ha ndica pped, 
but a lso utilizing the time a s 
a so urce o f co nstructiv e a nd 
mea ning ful co nta ct with o thers; 
to dev elop self-care and social 
skills; to improv e personal abil­ 
ity to commu nicate and partici­ 
pate 
in 
semi-stru ctu red pro ­ 
g a ms; to pro v ide o ppo rtunities 


r 
" inv estig ation a nd lea rning 
to g iv e the client 
ity to discov er his 
:ics; 
and 
to 
offer 
m e a n s 
o f 
self-eg ressio n, 
thro ug h well desig ned pro g ra ms 


of activ ities, to dev elop interests 
he may pu rsu e at home and 
throu g hou t his life. 


The day -care prog ram also 
assists the indiv idu al in being 
admitted to reg u lar schools or 
a sheltered workshop prog ram 
in the fu tu re. 


There is a tu ition charg e for 
these serv ices and transporta­ 
tion is the responsibility of the 
parents. 


Parents are also requ ired to 
attend monthly meeting s, when 
prog ress reports on their chil­ 
dren are g iv en. 


The day -care prog ram is de­ 
sig ned to dev elop each child to 
his fu llest potential. 


It also offers the parents an 
opportu nity 
to 
seek 
employ ­ 
ment, become inv olv ed in their 
commu nity activ ities, and most 
important of all, it offers relief 
from the daily rou tine of caring 
for a handicapped child. 


Within the nex t twro or three 
y ears, it is the hope of the di­ 
rectors and staff of the Villag e 
of Prog ress to hav e a new facil­ 
ity that will hou se both projects 
u nder one roof. 


The Villag e of Prog ress offers 
to the citizens of Og le Cou nty 
professional help for its handi­ 
capped. 


For these people the div idends 
are measu red in a richer, more 
meaning fu l life. 
They are g iv en an opportu nity 
t o 
become 
self-su fficient 
throu g h skills, throu g h better 
means of commu nication and 
dev elopment.

URBANA — A history of Illi- J 
nois’ constitu tions and conv en- ; 
tions has been pu blished on the 
j 
ev e of the state’s six th constitu ­ 
tional conv ention. 
“ A 
History 
of 
Constitu tion J 
Making in Illinois” traces the 
dev elopment of the Illinois con­ 
stitu tions of 1818, 1848 and 1870, 
j 
and the failu res of constitu tional 
conv entions 
du ring 
the 
Civ il 
War and after World War Î. 
In the stu dy written by Mrs. 
Janet Corneliu s, a g radu ate stu -1 
dent in the department of histo­ 
ry at the Univ ersity of Illinois 
at Urbana-Champaig n she said, 
“The su pport of almost ev ery 
major faction and g rou p in the 
state was necessary to approv e 
constitu tions in 1848 and 1870.” 
“On the other hand, the 1862 
constitu tion was rejected mainly 
becau se 
the 
conv ention 
had 
alienated n major g rou p—the 
Repu blican party ,” Mrs. Corne­ 
liu s said. “The 19 20-22 conv en­ 
tion members manag ed not only 
to 
alienate 
some 
Repu blican 
party members, bu t also most 
of the Democrats, labor u nions, 
teachers, ju dg es and many oth­ 
er g rou ps in the state, inclu ding 
most Cook Cou nty residents.” 
It has been 50 y ears since 
there has been a conv ention call 
and Mrs. Corneliu s’ stu dy is 
particu larly 
timely 
with 
the 
coming 
constitu tional 
conv en­ 
tion on Dec. 8. 
“Possibly the most sig nificant 
contribu tion of this history will 
be the lig ht 
it throws on 
the 
qu ality and ty pe of conv ention 
which mu st be held in 19 70 if 
Illinois is at last to hav e a mod­ 
ern 
and 
serv iceable 
constitu ­ 
tion,” Samu el W. Witwer said 
in the introdu ction. 
“The Conv ention soon to as­ 
semble represents the cu lmina­ 
tion of a long , ardu ou s and often 
discou rag ing stru g g le in which 
literally g enerations of Illinois’ 
citizens hav e participated,” he 
continu ed. “Therefore, it shou ld 
be v iewed for what it is, a once- 
Un-a-lifetime 
opportu nity 
de*

Pub lished 


manding the best possible con­ 
v ention within the capacity of 
the state to condu ct.” 


Witwer, a Chicag o attorney 
who has long been an adv ocate 
of constitu tional reform in Illi­ 
nois, said a conv ention of su ch 
qu ality will most likely be as­ 
su red if the citizens approach 
the tasks in the spirit and hig h 
pu rpose which characterized the 
framers of the 1818 Constitu tion. 


Prepared for the Illinois Con­ 
stitu tion Stu dy Commission, the 
history by Mrs. Corneliu s was 
aided by Richard J. Carlson, 
research assistant in the U. of 
I. Institu te of Gov ernment and 
Pu blic 
Affairs, 
who prepared 
the conclu ding chapter. Consu lt­ 
ant on the project was Prof. 
Robert M. Su tton of the depart­ 
ment of history . 


The stu dy g iv es an u p-to-date 
docu mentation of constitu tional 
rev ision in the state. It shows 
Illinois has had a long and in­ 
v olv ed history of efforts for con­ 
stitu tional chang e that hav e met 
with mix ed reactions. It has 
been 100 y ears since Illinois has 
had a new’ constitu tion. The pro­ 
posed constitu tion in 19 22 was 
rejected. Rev enu e amendments 
failed in 19 16, 19 26, 19 30, 19 42. 
19 52, 1956 and 19 66. In 19 34, a 
conv ention call was rejected by 
the v oters.

As a booty of W orld W a r I Britian 
seized Palestin e u n de r th e Balfou r Dec­ 
laration , obtain ed a Leag u e of N ation s 
m an date, an d set u p shop to en han ce 
Britian 's commercial an d strateg ic in ­ 
tere sts— thereby v iolatin g ev ery pledg e 
Britian had g iv en th e A rabs in order to 
g ain their help ag a in st the Tu rks in 


It wou ld be a trag edy jf a cou rse of 
action which offers the on ly hope of en d­ 
in g the Vietn am w ar within the reason ­ 
able fu tu re withou t en tailin g an ou trig ht 
su rre n de r to Han oi an d aban don men t of 
Sou th Vietn am, a strateg y which wou ld 
hav e been g reeted with ov erwhelmin g 
en thu siasm in 19 8 8 , were to prov e to be 
in 1989 n ot too little bu t too late. 
It m ay be that the time is ou t of join t, 
by at least a y ear. 
Had presiden tial can didate Richard 
Nix on 12 mon ths ag o rev ealed a plan to 
“ Y ietn am ise” the Vietn am war. an d had 
he promised that on e of his first acts if 
elected presiden t wou ld be to w ithdraw 
50.000 A m erican troops im m ediately an d 
as m an y th ereafter as military con di­ 
tion s permitted, he wou ld likely hav e 
been swept in to office with a far g re a te r 
m arg in than the razor-thin plu rality he 
achiev ed. 
There may be an y n u m be r of reason s 
why he did n ot m ake su ch an an n ou n ce­ 
m en t at that time, in clu din g the v ery 
g ood reason that he had n ot y et arriv ed 
at su ch a solu tion to the war. A presiden ­ 
tial 
can didate, 
while somethin g 
m ore 
than an ordin ary priv ate citizen , is still 
n ot a presiden t, with access to all the 
in formation which floods the Chief E x ­ 
ecu tiv e’s desk. 
There was. also, the hope that a fresh 
team ot n eg otiators cou ld g et the stalled 
peace talks in Paris mov in g . Or, from a 
m ore cy n ical v iewpoin t, can didate Nix on 
m a y simply n ot hav e wan ted to lay h im ­ 
self open to the charg e of play in g politics 
with the Jiv es of 500,000 A m erican lig ht­ 
in g men . 
Bu t the iron ic possibility n ow is that, 
hav in g achiev ed the presiden cy an d h av ­ 
in g decided u pon this plan in the face

acy , Richard Nix on m ay be swept, n ot 
ou t of office, bu t ou t of effectiv e leader­ 
ship ov er the n ation , ev en as Ly n don 
John son in his fin al mon ths becam e a 
shadow of the stron g , con sen su s-wieldin g 
presiden t he on ce was. 
The time is n ot on ly ou t of join t bu t 
g rowin g short. Its te m pe r can be read 
in the fact that those who hav e su pported

throu g hou t the first 10 
mon ths of his admin istration praised his 
telev ision address to the n ation as a v ig ­ 
orou s reaffirmation an d defen se of his 
policies. Bu t those who hav e opposed 
him or who hav e su pported him on ly 
ten tativ ely ex pressed reaction s ran g in g 
from disappoin tmen t to ou trig ht rejec­ 
tion . 
So w eary hav e A m erican s become of 
this w ar, so far has emotion replaced 
calcu lation reg ardin g Vietn am, so m an y 
hav e the disillu sion men ts been in the 
past, that a policy which is a 18 0-deg ree 
tu rn abou t from the policy of the prev iou s 
adm in istration can be dismissed as offer­ 
in g “ n othin g n ew .” 
As the Presiden t said, North Vietn am 
can n ot defeat or hu miliate the Un ited 
States. On ly A m erican s can . It all de­ 
pen ds u pon that “ silen t m a jority ” he re­ 
ferred to.

sho u ld be. As ju dged by X-ray 
findings, mo st peo ple begin to 
lo se bo ne at abo u t 40 y ears o f 
age. This pro gresses mo re rap­ 
idly in so me than in o thers and 
generally wo men are mo re su s­ 
ceptible than men. 


It has been kno wn that peo ple 
and animals ex po sed to v ery 
high lev els o f flu o ride dev elo ped 
hard, dense bo nes.

Jacques Marquette made their 
trip up the Illinois River in 1673. 
Later the Illinois tribe was vir­ 
tually annihilated in a long war 
with the more agressive Iro- 
j quois Indians. 
Buffalo 
Rock served as

military, trading and 
missionary post and in 1682-83

of members of the Illinois, Mia­ 
mi, and Potawatomi, the con­ 
federation forced the removal j 
j of the Iroquois from Illinois ter- j 
i ritorv and made the vicinity a j 
more peaceful area. 
In 1912. after the park proper­ 
ty had been used 
by various 
private and commercial enter- 
: prises for many reasons, the 
Crane Company, Chicago, pur- 
ch.sed the Buffalo Rock land site 
and for a period of about 16 
1 years maintained a sanitorium 
for sick employes. The company I 
also used a large portion of | 
I their holdings as a summer va- j 
| cation spot for thousands of 
their employes and their fami­ 
lies. 
In 1927 the Crane Company 
moved their recreation park to 
a larger land area and, imme­ 
diately, several sand and gravel 
companies tried to acquire the 
property so they could remove 
the valuable deposits of silica 
sand located there. These offers 
were rejected by Crane, who 
refused to allow* Buffalo Rock 
to be either sold or dismantled. 
It was at this time, Novem­ 
ber, 1928, that the Crane Com­ 


pany decided to deed the prop­ 
erty to the State of Illinois, with 
the provision that it was to be­ 
come a permanent state park 
to be known as Buffalo Rock. 


Since the state Department of 
Conservation and its Division of 
Parks and Memorials has ac­ 
quired the land, many improve­ 
ments have been made to at­ 
tract the enjoyment of the visit­ 
ing public. A shelter house with 
refreshment 
stand 
and 
rest 
room facilities is located on the 
park property as well as ample 
camp stoves and picnic spots. 


True to its name, the park 
also features a fenced enclosure 
that houses a pair of buffalo. 
Fishing is good in the area 
with 
bullhead 
and 
carp being 
the prevalent catch. There is 
also water skiing and swimming 
on the Illinois River and several 
boat ramps maintained for use 
of the public. 
Buffalo 
Rock, 
being 
near 
three other state park areas 
(Starved 
Rock, 
Matthiessen, 
and Illini), helps to make this 
Illinois River area a constant 
tourist and \isitor attraction;
